BISMARCK’S ALLY. 


THE EMPEROR'S GRANDSON AT THE HEAD 
OF GERMANY’S WAR PARTY. 


Startling Rumors of Efforts to Provoke 
France Into a Fight—The French Crown 
Jewels—Germany Suspicious of Boulan- 
ger’s Experimental Mobilization Bill— 
The Nanaimo Mine Horror—Boycotting 
Tener—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpow, May 16.—I get very serious ac- 
counts from a well-informed quarter of the 
state of affairs in Germany. My informant 
says that the party which must be described 
as dominant in Germany is bent on provoking 
France into fighting, and Russia is to be 
squared for the time, and Harope is again to 
witness a standing fight between the authors 
ofthe war of 1870. Bismarck and the Em- 
peror’s grandson, Willidm, itis said, are at 
the head of the war party. Unfortunately, 
the latter is fast becoming a personage of the 
first importance in German affairs. The 
reasons for this are that the Emperor 
no longer plays a great part in the conduct 
of Germany’s foreign policy, and the Crown 
Prince suffers from cancer and is not likely to 
live long. This young Prince, William, who is 
active and ambitious and presents himself as 
the near heir to the Imperial throne, is clearly 
the power to be reckoned with. It is tolerably 
well known that his voiceisfor war. Perhaps 
it would be safe to say that the chances of an 
immediate ruptnre are no less than at the 
most dangerous part of the period between 
1871 and 1887. 

THE FRENCH CROWN JEWELS. 

The sale of the French ‘crown diamonds, 
contrary to expectations, ¢reates little or no 
public interest. The attendance is small, be- 
ing chiefly confined to merchants and officials. 
Even the ladies are few. The Govern. 
ment appears determined that the 
diamonds shall be dispersed as much as 
possible, several leading jawels being divided 
and sold piecemeal. It is generally under- 
stood that certain merchants have been com- 
missioned by the Orleans and Bonaparte fam- 
ilies to make purchases, The English, Aus- 
trian and Russian crowns’ are said to be repre- 
sented, but the fact Is kept secret so as to pre- 
vent outsiders running up the desired lots. 
The foreign decorations included in the jewels 
have been broken up and the stones sold 
unset, in order not to offend the susceptibili- 
ties of the nations from which the decorations 
were received. The prices fetched so far have 
been very high, equal to 28 or 50 per cent above 
the estimate of experts.

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O'BRIEN IN CANADA. 


A THREATENED DEMONSTRATION AGAINST 
THE IRISH EDITOR AT OTTAWA. 


The Orangemen the Laughing Stock of the 
Capital of the Dominion—Participants 


Gleeful over the Wrath of the Gevernor- 
General’s Friends. 


Ottawa, Ontario, May 16.—There is a strong 
feeling here over Mr. O’Brien’s coming to the 
capital. On the one hand the Orangemen, of 
whom there are several thousand, declare that 
if he comes to the home of the Governor-General 
they will mob him, while the friends of home 
rule, equally strong, declare they will protect 
him, if need be, at the point ot the pis- 
tol. He is coming, that is sure, and in the 
present excited state of the public pulse it 
looks as though a row wasimminent. He will 


draw the largest crowd here of any city in 


Canada, and if blood is not shed it will be be- 
cause the good sense of the Orangemen will 
prevent their making any attack on him. The 
feeling of the Canadian people generally is 
that the move is a most injudicious one, and 
that while Mr. O’ Brien will make no converts, 
he willawaken a feeling of hostility which 
should have lain dormant and would in time 
have died-a natural death. 
HIT HARD. 

Take, for example, the Montreal Gazette, a 
Conservative and Government organ. To find 
in its columns anything not laudatory of 
Orangemen would be not less surprising than 
to find Maj. Saunderson or Col. King Harman, 
the leader of the Ulster Orangemen, assailing 
nis followers in the House of Commons. The 
Gazette has aleading editorial this morning 
on the Toronto meeting, of which it says: ‘‘It 
must be said that some of the speakers at the 
anti-O’Brien meeting at Toronto were more 
earnest than wise. They fall into ways that 
t hey themselves, in common with a tremend- 
ous majority of the people in this country, 
condemn in the agitator whose presence on 
the mission he has taken up the Canadians 
resent. Some things were said before the ten 
or twelve thousand persons gathered in the 
Queen’s Park on Saturday that will rankle in 
the minds of other citizens who, while not en- 
dorsing the policy that makes the Dominion a 
battlefield for Irish quarrels, sympathize with 
the other phase of the movement with which 
Mr. O’Brien is connected, and will feel that 
they have been needlessly hurt by words that 
would not have been called forth had wiser 
counsels prevailed, and the cause of the pres- 
ent turmoil stayed at home. Thus there is 
danger of a collision, and eventhough due 
care be taken by the authorities to prevent vi- 
olence, there is almost sure to be a certain 
amount of trouble through people taking 
sides in a quarrel that has been thrust upon 
them. We sincerely hope that wherever Mr. 
O’Brien determines on going he will be left in 
peace and that those who cannot justify his 
mission will keep away. 

LANSDOWNE’S HAND. 

Lord Lansdowne’s hand is plainly visible in

as the Gazette itself. It is headed, Wanted 
The Other Side. It would not only be proper 
but it seems absolutely necessary that the 
statements made by Mr. O’Brien in regard to 
the treatment of the Luggacurran tenants 
should be met and negatived if it is possible. 
Lansdowne does not appear to have had 
knowledge of these transactions. His agent, 
of course, may be said to represent him, but 
with his Lordship on one side of the Atlantic 
and the negotiations proceeding on the other 
between the agent and the representatives of 
the tenants, it might well be assumed that the 
negotiations might go on and be disposed of 
before Landsdowne would be informed of the 
details. But for the eviction of large bodies of 
poor people from his estates Lord Lansdowne 
is responsible, and the ‘whys and wherefores’ 
of such action are as debatable in his case as 
in any other case. The fact that he is Gov- 
ernor-General of Canada supplies no reason 
for silence. The question is agitating the 
English-speaking people of Britain, Canada 
and the United States. It matters little, how- 
ever, how or by whom the agitation 
is brought about. Very serious accus ns 
have been made. If they affected the Premier 
of Canada, they would have to be answered. 
They ought all the more to be met and 
answered when directed against the Governor- 
General of Canada. The question is: Are 
these things true? The refusal of a hall to Mr. 
O’Brien in Toronto is no answer. The threat 
of the Orangemen of Kingston not to permit 
him to enter the city is no answer. The same 
class of people were once the means of pre- 
venting the Prince of Wales from landing at 
Kingston. 
PLENTY OF ABUSE. 

„Mr. O’Brien’s allegations would still exist 
and would still have to be met whether Mr. 
O’Brien is refused an entrance or speech in the 
city of Toronto or not. It must be confessed 
that the amount of light cast on that side of 
the controversy is not great. There is much 
abuse of Mr. O’Brien, buta plentiful lack of 
facts. What is needed just now is a circum- 
stantial statement from the landlord’s point 
of view of his relations with his tenants. As 
‘royal commissions’ have investigated such 
matters and the people of Great Britain 
have been agitated on similar subjects for 
many years, and the press and electors have 
such questions constantly before them it can- 
not be said that the dispute is one of a private 
character. It is unfortunately very much of 
avery public question, and the sooner both 
sides are heard from the better. The ‘other 
side’ so far has been shown by the Rev. Canon 
Dumoulier, one of the speakers at the meet- 
ing, who characterized O’Brien as ‘one of the 
most audacious liars of the present time.

CAUSED BY JEALOUSY. 


Beginning of the Trial of Dentist Coates, 
Charged With Murder. 


In the Criminal Court to-day a panel of forty- 
seven jurors is being selected in the case of 
Edward H. Coates, charged with the murder 
of Alonzo B. Keith. Both parties were dentists, 
and the killing was the result of Coates’ 
jealousy of Keith. The latter, Who was 
an oid, gray-haired man, lived with 
Coates and his wife in St. Charles, and 


Coates charged him with estranging her 
affections from him. Suit for divorce was 
instituted in St. Charles and transferred 
here, whither both Coates and Keith had 
moved. The husband brooded over his 
troubles and became very much enraged and 
excited. He visited a 8 office and 
related his troubles. There he says he was 
advised to go and kill Keith.

This occurred 
on February 25, 1886, about 10 o’clock in the 
morning and Keith died that afternoon. The 
defense in this case will be insanity, and bis 
attorneys have secured the affidavits of a num- 
ber of people in his old home in New Jersey 
who state that they believe him to be of un- 
sound mind. After the panel of jurors hag 
been secured the defense will take forty- eight 
hours in which to make their challenges.

I wish it 
was over now, My wife is in a fever of 
anxiety about me now. I told her the jump 
would be made at 10 o' clock and she knows 
I'll wire her as soon as Iam out ot the water. 
As I have said, this is the last. 

How do you jump?“ 

do not really jump, but simply step off 
the bridge. My arms I hoid closely to m 
side. I go feet first, striking the water wit 
my toes. It is like hitting a stone flag. I lean 
my head forward in Ping down and 
do not breathe. I held my 
head erect the water would break my neck. I 
wear a pink silk undershirt, red trunks, 
drawers and a pair of patent leather slippers 
andasiikcap. Before putting on my slippers 
I put cotton between my toes and 
in the toe ends of the slippers. 
As I strike the water everything Ihave in my 
stomach is throwu up. The time ofthe jump 
is hardly long enough to think. My body re- 
mains in the position of the start until I bit the 
water. the heavier part does not 
fall over I cannot tell. No jumper can tell 
how he manages to preserve his balance. I go 
under and stay below the surface for a longer 
time than it takes to reach the water. Boats 
are in waiting and I am taken into one 
immediately. Beyond the strain on the nerves 
there is very little inconvenience about the 
affair. I’m always glad when it is all over.

THE JUMP 

to-day was 1 o’clock in the afternoon, Brodie 
was told, however, that the police would not 
permit himto go offthe bridge.

THE COMPLEXION OF THE HOUSE COMMIT-

Several Conferences Held to Help Ont 
Speaker Alexander in Making Up the 
Committee—The Prospects of a Good 
Railroad Measure—Appointment of Sen- 
ate Committees.

JEFFERSON City, Mo., May 16.— Spike the 
guns ofthe demagogues’’ is a trite expression 
fast becoming current among the members of 
the Legislature assembled in special session 
here. The general disposition is to pass some 
act that will comply with the demands of the 
Constitution without crippling the railroad in- 
dustry of the State. A conservative measure 
is wanted that will silence, by its enactment 
the oft - repeated ry of a neglected Constitu- 
tion, and at the same time do no violence 
to the railroad idea of fair play. There 
are extremists representing the radical ele- 
ments of both sides of the question of 
railroad legislation, but they are hopelessly 
in the minority. Of the dozen bills already 
introduced in both branches of the Assembly, 
there are but three that can be considered 
general in their provisions. These are the 
Maxwell and Jewett bills in the House, and the 
Johnson bill in the Senate. Many others are 
being prepared in various degrees of good 
faith, and will be introduced to-day and dur- 
ing the week, They will differ on immaterial 
points and will scarcely be worthy an 
unalytical reference, as the measure 
which must finally be adopted will 
be the one framed and reported by 
the committee and embodying only the non- 
pungent suggestions of these numerous 
measures offered for consideration. There 
was held an informal conference of some 
twenty -five members of the Hquse last night 
at the Goveruor's Mansion. There is consid- 
erable reticence upon the nature of the meet- 
ing and the cause of its convening, It is said to

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BELGIUM'S RUINED PARMERS, 

Our war tariff taxes farmers, laborers 
and producers of all kinds on the neces- 
saries of life, and the argument for this 
taxation is that it nourishes and supports 
industries which otherwise could not ex- 
istamong us. This taxation of all for the 
benefit of a few; this method of making 
favored industries profitable by compel- 
ling consumers to pay extra prices—prices 
fixed by law higher than free competition 
would allow--can be justified only on the 
ground that the extra price returns in in- 
direct, but compensative, benefits to those 
who pay it. 

The extra prices which the tariff extorts 
from farmers on nearly everything they 
have to buy were said to be returned to 
them in the higher prices put upon their 
products by the presence of a large and 
prosperous manufacturing population. 
We were told tolook at the great market 
for agricultural products which manu- 
factures had created in Great Britain, 
Belgium, France and Germany, where 
the utmost output of the highest and most 
thorough cultivation of every rood of 
ground would not feed the teeming popu- 
lation, and where manufactures made not 
only a home market for all those countries 
could raise,but made also the best market 
in the world for our American surplus. 

The tariff was to make our farmers 
more prosperous by transferring those 
manufactures and the accompanying 
markets to our own soil. Our farmers 
were to be insured British and Belgian 
prices for grain, beef and pork at their 
barns, with no deduction for transporta- 
tion. The fact that both agricultural 
labor and the skilled labor of the factories 
were miserably paid in those countries, as 
compared with ours, did not deter our 
tariff economists. They disregarded the 
fact that high prices for grain in manu- 
facturing countries only made the 
struggle for existence more difficult, and 
left even the tiller of the soil much poorer 
than ours. : 

Well, for twenty-five years past we have 
been protecting American labor from 
competition with foreign pauper labor by 
transferring the latter to our own soil, 
and whatisthe result? As a nation we 
are much richer, as we would have been 
anyhow, tariff or no tariff. But in spite 
of the huge increase of manufactures and 
home consumption, our farmers find the 
home market for their products poorer 
than it was, while their foreign mar- 
ket is greatly impaired and threatened 
further impairment, if not extinction, 
by Belgian, French and German tariffs 
against American agricultural products. 
While the ruined farmers over there are 
demanding protection at the very gates of 
great manufacturing cities, our farmers, 
after paying tariff taxes for twenty-five 
years and quadrupling our manufacturing 
plant and population, find themselves 
getting less for their products than when 
they began to ‘*build up their home mar- 
ket.’’ 

To argue in a circle; to roll the stone of 
Sisyphus; to increase your wealth by 
transferring your money back and forth 
between your right-hand pocket and your 
left-hand pocket—this is prosperity by 
taxation—this is taxing Peter for Paul’s 
benefit, and taxing Paul for Peter’s ben- 
efit—this is the wisdom of a tariff for pro- 
tection. 


JUDGE COOLEY has had to write another 
letter pointing out the plain fact that the 
arbitrary acts of the railroads are causing 
most of the trade disturbances which are 
ascribed to the operation of the interstate 
commerce law. This time he waives for 
the nonce the reserve imposed on itself by 
the Commission with reference to inter- 
pretations of the new law, and plainly 
says those put upon it by railroad 
rate- makers and other opponents of 
its provisions are unwarranted and 
manifestly absurd, As railroad earnings 
during the first month under the new law 
and new rates show an average increase 
on the principal lines of 17 per cent over 
the corresponding month of last year, the 
cause of the complaints is obvious, The 
railroads have strained their construction 
of the law in their own favor and against 
the public, and have leveled long- 
haul traffic up to the excessive charges 
previously made to way stations. Their 
temporary co-operation in this policy must 
soon yield to competition, and then it will 
be seen that they and ‘not the new law 
have produced the disturbance com- 
plained of.

Justice may miscarry 
sometimes in the hands of a jury and 
sometimes with both a jury and an 
elective judiciary. But for the worst 
miscarriages on record we must look to 
the appointive judiciary of the United 
Kingdom, and especially to Ireland, in 
the times when the right of trial by a jury 
of the vicinage is suspended or destroyed. 


Cheap Voting Cattle, 
From the Chicago Herald. 

The earnest protest which several represent- 
atives of the colored race in Kentucky made in 
the Republican Convention in that State be- 
cause they had been entirely ignored in the se- 
lection of candidates was reasonable in every 
respect. There are in Kentucky more than 
sixty thousand colored men of voting age, and 
the fact that they can be set aside in conven- 
tion after convention of the party which as- 
sumes toown them in politics is perhaps the 


strongest proof that they have not yet 
reached that condition of independence 
which should characterize every Amer!i- 


can citizen. No other race thus numerous

The Tax on Necessaries. 
From the New York WORLD. 

Is Mr. Hiscock ignorant of the fact that more 
than 75 per cent of the revenues from customs 
is derived from taxes upon the necessaries of 
the people? Is notsugar a necessary article? 
It needs no microscope, but only a look at any 
good manual of statistics, to discover that the 
Government collected last year from duties on 
sugar, over $50,000,000—enhancing its cost by 
70 per cent. The various manufactures of wool 
are likewise necessaries; they paid last year 
over $27,000,000 in duties, an average of 67 per 
cent on their value. Salt, rice, window 
glass, iron, cotton and linen cloth and thread, 
earthenware, and hundredsof other articles 
on the dutiable schedule, are necessaries, and 
are taxed from 50 to 112 per cent, The Gov. 
ernment collected last year $188,000,000 in cus- 
tom taxes, three-fourths of which was paid 
upon articles of general use, and $100,000,000 of 
which was not ‘‘necessary for the purposes of 
government.’’ Mr. Hiscock may consider 
that itis the chief glory of the Republican 
party’’ that it has maintained this system of 
war taxes for years after it began to produce 
asurplus. But we think he will find next year 
that the people do not agree with him.

THE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN MILWAUKEE 
AND Sr. LOUIS. 


Cost of Sprinkling the Wisconsin Metropolis 
—Done Almost for a Song—The Tax on St, 
Louis People—The Duross Bill Back in 
the Council—The Anti-Dust Crusade. 


The sprinkling bill is again before the Voun- 
ell, where it had its origin and sucha quick 
passage. 

It goes back to that body for consideration 
to-morrow night, not because there was any- 
thing wrong in the original bill, but because 
the House of Delegates added a few features, 

It was natural for the House to do that. 
Everybody expected it. The Post-DIsPATCH 
called attention to the tendency of new mem- 
bers to tack on amendments. It is, however, 
a source of satisfaction to everybody that the 
principles of the bill have not been changed, 
that only matters of detail have been 
touched. 

The amendments to the original bill, which 
amendments the Council will have to consider, 
are the following: 

1. A provision including partially improved 
streets in the meaning of ‘‘improved.’’ 
This amounts to nothing as affecting the Coun- 
cil, as that body understood when it passed 
the bill first that partially improved’’ streets 
were included. The amendment simply makes 
assurance doubly sure, 

2. A provision preventing discrimination 
against portions of the city in the letting of 
contracts. This is another matter of detall 
which ths Council will not hesitate over. 

8. The addition of the Gravois road to 
the spninkled area. This is probably 
the only one upon which there will be 
much debate, but there is no doubt that the 
Council will be thoroughly informed as to the 
cost of sprinkling the Gravois road by to-mor- 
row night and ready to do the best thing—best, 
not for the northern, portf®n er southern por- 
tion, but for all the eity.

WISE MILWAUKEE. | 


Data From That Beautiful Northern (City 
on the Subject. 


The necessity that confronts the Council 
cannot be more strikingly told than by pre- 
senting herewith a letter received by the 
POST-DISPATOH in answer to an inquiry 
about Milwaukee’s method of sprinkling. 
That magnificent city on the shore of Lake 


Michigan is quite a summer resort, lurge and 
busy as it is. The reason is plain: 
Her streets are kept cool and dustless, with- 


out which even the cool climate would not 


make a summer resort. Nobody expects St. 
Louis to run opposition to Milwankee in 
the summer resort business, but everybody 
does know that ifthe streets of St. Louis were 
allsprinkied not half as many of her citizens 
and not -haif as much of her money 
would go North in summer as now 
go. Is Milwaukee satisfied with her sprinkling 
and does it tax her as outrageously as St. Louis 
is now taxed for an apology for sprinkling? Let 
the following letter fromthe city’s engineer 
speak: 
AN INSTRUCTIVE LETTER. 
Crrr ENGINEER’S OFFICE, 
MILWAUKEE, May 12, 1887. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Your inquiry relative to street-sprinkling 
here is received. Our city has been sprinkling 
about seventy-five miles of its streets by en- 
gaging teams and drivers by the month, fur- 
nishing them with sprinkling-tabs, hose, etc., 
for the past fourteen years, finding that the 
ni an and best manner to secure thorough 
Work. 

The Council early in each spring orders what 
streets shall be sprinkled. The Board of Pub- 
tic Works engages from time to time what 
teams are necessary and has such streets 
sprinkled until about November 16, when the 
eost of doing the work is estimated per foot 
front, 8 to the time sprinkling com- 
menced, and the same is assessed against 
the property and collected in taxes during the 
winter. The cost per foot front averages 8 cents 
Sor the seven months’ sprinkling, not going below 7 
nor above 9 cents. 

We could not get without and 
our citizens would not permit any reducing in 
the amount, but steadily, from year to year, 
increase the number and length of streets. 
In order to decrease the labor in 
making and entering uvon the tax-roil the 
assessments against each lot, an act, a copy of 
which I inclose, was passed by the Leyislat- 
ure this winter, directing the payment of cost 
of sprinkling in seven wards directly out 
of the ward fund. This will cause all 
streets in said wards to be _  sprink- 
led (as was nearly done heretofore), as it be- 
comes by said act a general charge. I can 
only emphasize the opinion of the city 
engineer of Minneapolis as the benefits to 
business men and to the homesand lawns of 
our people in keeping the dust quiet upon our 
streets instead of permitting it to fill the air 
and thereby reach everything that is touched 
by air.

What was asked in the case of Minneapolis 
may be repeated now. The city engineer of 
Milwaukee is glad of the chance to tell 
how much the city values its system of 
sprinkling, but is there a single soul in St. 
Louis, including all the sprinkling contractors, 
who will stand up on his feet and say St. Louis 
is satisfied with her system of sprinkling? 

Opinions of course may differ as to Milwau- 
kee’s way of paying for it, as to her way of 
providing carts, etc,, but those are all matters 
of detail. Nobody questions her wisdom in 
having the whole city springied. :

The Advantages Which the City Possesses as 
a Manufacturing Site—Receipts and Ship- 
ments—A Boom Which Is Founded Upon 
Solid Props, and in Which There Is no In- 
filation—Convincing Figures. 


Special Correspondence of the POST-DISPATCH. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., May 14.—Let those who 
wish to get accurate and full information in re- 
gard to Memphis and her commercial and manu- 

acturing interests send for the report made 
by E. A. Keeling, secretary of the Memphis 
Merchants’ Exchange, .to that body for the 
year 1886. Itshows a rapid and steady prog- 
ress made by that city in the various branches 
of industry, in her general trade and in her 
cotton receipts. 

We shall take occasion frequently to make 
liberal extracts from this excellent report, 
feeling that we cannot better advance the in- 
terests of the city than by giving the facts so 
clearly stated by him, with the accompanying 
figures. 

The Clearing-house statement, which we 
give in another plaee, shows only a portion of 
the general trade of Memphis. All goods 
which do not go through the Clearing-house 
do not appear in this statement. That state- 
ment givesa fair view of the increase of busi- 
ness.

Our February business has been enormous, 
and the outlook for March, which is our best 
month, is very encouraging. Weare shipping 
goods now all over the South, and trade is em- 
inently satisfactory.’’ 

A Wholesale dealer in ladies’ and gentile- 
men’s headgear said: ‘‘Our spring trade has 
been greatly in excess of last year, and we 
considered that fair, previous to the strike. 
Orders have been coming in rapidly; our men 
at home and on the road are busy, and we 
have not the least complaint to make.’’ 

A wholesale dry goods dealer said: ‘‘Our 
January and February business was greater 
than we have ever done before, and we 
have sold more goods in the house 
than ever before. I believe the prospect for 
the next four months was never brighter, and 
I base my predictions on the facts that have 
come to my knowledge since the lst of Janu- 
ary. Merchants from the South and West, 
who have in the past years gone to New York 
and purchased, are coming to Memphis this 
season. We have taken them away from Chi- 
cago, St. Louis and New York, and have sold 
them large bills of goods and they have re- 
turned home satisfied. I believe every mer- 
chant in the city will tell you that business has 
been better, and that emphis’ wholesale 
trade has taken a big growth. 

The grocery, grain and provision firms are 
all much pleased with the outlook of these 
lines of trade, which are plied to a greater ex- 
tent possibly than any others in Memphis, and 
are actually on a boom. The shipments being 
made from here now are enormous, and the

MANUFACTURING INTERESTS OF MEMPHIS. 

W. J. Chase, President of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change for 1886, in his address to the members 
of the Merchants’ Exchange, said: ‘‘Our man- 
ufacturing interests have been attended with 
a very satisfactory measure of success. Many 
of our manufaot institutions have been 
compelled to enlarge their capacity during the 
course of the year, or to make arrange- 
ments looking towards an increase of their 
plant before entering yan the coming year’s 
work. New factories established during the 
year have been successfully operated, giving 
encouragement to those who have capital in- 
vested ; and no difficulty las experienced in se- 
curing investors for stil further ventures in 
this direction.. ) 

Our eitizens are just beginning to realize the 
fact that Memphis is attracting a great deal of 
attention because of the many advantages she 
possesses as a manufacturing site. These ad- 
vantagesare ofa character not to be over- 
looked. Coalandiron beds are Within easy 
reach. Transportation facilities for the raw 
material and for the manafactured product 
are almost perfect. The cost of living will 
compare favorably with that in other cities, 
and a great consunier lies close at hand. Cer- 
tainly, the success of the manufacturing inter- 
ests we now possess gives promise of enlarge- 
ments and additions which will add greatly to 
our material wealth and commercial import- 
ance. 

These facts and — — made — Presi- 
dent Chase are worthy of special attention and 
should exercise great influence. In connection 
with this extract from President Chase’s ad- 
dress we 
from Secretary Keeling’s report: 

„While, as the statistics printed in this issue 
of the Merchants’ Exchange report attest, 
Memphis has lost none of her prestige as one 
of the great cotton markets of the world, she 
has improved in another particular in more 
wonderful proportion, and that is in her 
manufactures. Time was when the Bluff 
City, Ax at present almost every 
other city in the Cotton Belt does, depended 
on the fleecy staple alone for her wealth and 
business, and almost every inhabitant within 
her gates traced his living almost directly to 
his connection with some one branch or an- 
other of the cotton business. As a result of 
this state of affairs, almost the total supplies 
required by the people were manufactured in 
other cities and shipped here for consump- 
tion, the surplus money realized on cotton 
being thus expended and going to enrich 
manufacturers tothe north and east of us. 
That this state ot affairs could not last for- 
ever was clear toa few, who invested money 
cautiously, at first, in various manufacturing 
enterprises. . 

The men thus embarking in a new and un- 
tried enterprise were the pioneers of the score 
of manulacturing establisuments from whose 
chimneys the smoke ascends night and day.

LYING IN STATE. 


The Remains of Rev. C. F. W. Walther 


Viewed by Thousands. 


The body ofthe late Rev. C. F. W. Walther 
was lying in state nearly all of yesterday at 
Concordia Seminary. Atthe same time serv- 
ices were held in the chapel by Rev. George 
Steckhardt. The little chapel was filled 
with students and friends of the deceased. 
On the first floor of the building the body 


lay in a handsome metallic casket. A longline 
of people filed past the casket up to 40’clock 
in the afternoon. Then the services in the 
chapel were closed and the body was taken to 
the hearse and removed to Trinity Church, 
Eighth street and Latayette avenue. The 
students preceded the hearse, and a long pro- 
cession of representatives of the church fol- 
lowed it. The body will remain in state at the 
church all of to-day. To-morrow morning at 
10 o’clock the coffin will be closed. At il 
o’clock the funeral services will be held and 
the body taken to the Saxon Cemetery and in- 
terred.

It was nothing unusual for 
him to enter a saloon and openacase of wine 
at one sitting. When his money was all gone 
his father and sister refused to indulge him in 
his extravagance, and finally were obliged to 
banish him from the house. He used to return 


at intervals and carry away silverware, jew-, 


elry, etc. His latest predatory visit was two 
months ago, whic was of so bold a 
character, in his father’s opinion, that the 
latter decided to halt him in his career.
